In (e South for muny vears and have
come to the conclusion that the ‘‘ad-
vance g¥stem” [s just as great a mis-
take on the part ef the merchant as it
is on the part of *he farmer, for the
following reascns:

First, the merchant takes great
risks, which, of course, he tries to
cover by Increased charges. But even
though these charges are increased,
the staples cf life are not such arti-
cles as a high percentage of profit will
adhere to, and the merchant is prac-
tically trading gold for a promise to
pay. If the cron falls, he is obliged
to carry and carry and ecarry, and
may ultlmately, egs in thousands of
cases, be obliged to take a farm, for
which he has no use,

a great reduction in the sales of gome
staple foods, such as bacon, potatoes,
benne, lard, vegetables, canned goods,
hay, corn, ete., all articles that carry
low profits. The farmer, however,
will buy with his surplus more dry
roods, clothing, shoes, furniture, ete.,
for his family, better teams, farm
implements, wagons, buggies, ete., on
which there is a much greater profit
for the merzhant than on staple arti-
cles of foed. The merchant can turn
his money ia thirty days, instead of
a year. Ten per cent., elear profit
turned monthly is better than 120
per cent. gain received annually.

Agaln, there is something ahbout
ralzing cotton, tobaceo or any other
erop, to pay a debt, that saps the vi-
tality of the farmer and afiects the
quality of his tillage. It really low-
ers the grade ef farming.

If the merchants will join with us
In urginz the farmers to raise all
their Jood supplies and try to nroduce
b¥ better tillnge double the crop per
eere they now produce, the result as
it affects the merchant will be thet
all business will soon be on a cash
basis and the volume will be three or
four times 2s large from the farmers
:2lone. The advent of more money
will  bring  diversified industries
among the farmers, and eventually
will attraet manufacturers to the
hiarket towns.

If there are {¢1» farms in the coun-
try, instead of celling meetings far
the purpose of raising funds to Becure
Immigration, eall meetings to encour-
fage the farmers who know the coun-
try and are loyal to it, to universally
edopt the following plan: First, pro-
vide their own food supplies from the
farm. Second, double the average
product on every aere under cultiva-
tion and let each worker on the farm,
by the use of better teams and tonls,
till three times as many acres as at
present, not in the one crop but in a
variety of diverzified and profitable
crons. This wenld cnuse an imme-
dizte demand for more land and
would provide the money to pay for
it. This mrkes every man on the
farm mere than six times the indus-
trial power he now is and gives him
r love of the farm. This i3 better

Poultry “Musts,*

To get what we should from poul-
try we must (1) keep more and bet-
ter poultry; (2) house and care for
it better; (3) feed it better, and (4)
markets the products in better condl-
tion,

Pure bred bLirds are bLest, (1) be-
cause the products when offered for
sale are uniform and will bring bet-
ter prices, (2)because egzs and fowls
may be sold at remunerative prices
for breeding purposes, and (3) be-
cause properly bred and selected
birds will produes more eges or meat
with the =zame feed and care than
will those not bred for any specifie
purpose.

Damuopness and filth are the two
great things to be guarded agalnst in
Southern poultry houses, Dampness
must be avoided at all cost, and the
houses must he kept clean—{ree .rom
filth, bad odors and vermin.

We must learn to feed our poultry
nraperiy, to have a balanced ration
and tc give them green food and grit.
We must also learn to put up our
egzs in better shape, and to have uni-
form lots of birds to offer for sale.
The manner in which the Southern
poultry and eggs are marketed is
largely responsible for the low prices
they bring.—Progressive Farmer,

Five in One.
